Cocaine, syringes allegedly 
found in wrecked car

Jasmine Bleeth, who played a 
lifeguard on ‘Baywatch,’ was ar¬ 
rested last Wednesday night 
(September 12) on eastbound I- 
94, east of Middlebelt, after po¬ 
lice found cocaine and syringes 
in the car she crashed into the 
highway median. 

Romulus police’s field test on 
the substance on one of the nee¬ 
dles identified it as being co¬ 
caine. 

Police use a test kit that con¬ 
tains certain chemicals that 
when mixed with a drug can de¬ 
termine the identity of a drug by 
means of a color chart 

Bleeth had been in Birming¬ 
ham visiting her boyfriend’s par¬ 
ents when she became stranded, 
last Tuesday, as a result of the 
shutdown of Detroit-Wayne 
County Metropolitan Airport, 
stemming from the hijacking of 
the four American planes. 
Bleeth’s was booked on a flight 
back to Los Angeles. 

Bleeth was released Thurs¬ 
day, after spending 12 hours in 
jailed. 

Police took Bleeth’s blood 
sample at Annapolis Hospital, 
the sample was then taken to the 
Michigan State Police lab, in 
Northville, for testing of cocaine. 

The results of those blood 


tests will determine if Bleeth 
will be charged with a mis- 
deameanor or a felony, or if she 
will be charged with any crime, 
at all. 

If Bleeth’s blood tested posi¬ 
tive for cocaine, a warrant will 
be issued by the Wayne County 
Prosecutor and she will have to 
return to Michigan and appear 
for her arraignment 

If charged with a misde¬ 
meanor (operating under the in¬ 
fluence of drugs) Bleeth can face 
90-days in jail. If charged with a 
felony (possession of narcotics) 
Bleeth will face one to seven 
years in jail.

Romulus, Taylor appeal 
judge’s EDS decision

On August 24, Judge Hath¬ 
away ruled that the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) was justified in 
granting a permit to Environ¬ 
mental Disposal Systems (EDS) 
to build a deep-injection well, 
more commonly referred to as a 
hazardous waste treatment fa¬ 
cility, on Citrin Drive, in Romu¬ 
lus - dismissing the city of Ro¬ 
mulus and the city of Taylor’s 
appeal. 

According to David Cox, May¬ 
or William Oakley’s assistant, 
Judge Hathaway’s decision 
“takes away power of the citi¬ 
zens to make decisions that af¬ 
fect them.” 

With the judge’s decision in 
hand, the only recourse the 
cities had was to file an appeal 
of the ruling within 21 days or 
file for an extension within 21 
days of the judges ruling. 

Fred Zorn, the city of Taylor’s 
Economic Development Direc¬ 
tor, confirmed that the city of 
Romulus, along with the city of 
Taylor, had requested that their 
joint council, Marilyn Peters, of 
Dykema Gossett, file an appeal 
of Judge Amy P Hathaway’s de¬ 
cision in the Michigan Court of 
Appeals. 

Cox asserts that even though 
the city of Romulus and the city 
of Taylor have filed an appeal, 
“the decision as to whether or 
not the appeal will be heard is

The FBI has taken into custody 
two suspects who are accused of 
the May 10, 2001, armed robbery 
of a Brinks armored car which 
had made a pick up from an auto 
parts store in the City of Romulus. 

The suspects have been identi¬ 
fied as Daniel Story, 18, of Inkster, 
and Donnell Mitchell, 21, of De¬ 
troit 

Story and Mitchell will be 
charged with armed robbery and 
pos.^ession of a weapon during the 
commission of a felony. 

Stoiy was arrested by a team of 
law enforcement officers, made 
up of Special Agents of the FBI, 
and Inkster, and Romulus police, 
at a house in the City of Inkster on 
July 2. 

According to Inkster police, 
Story was taken into custody in an 
apartment building on Allen 
Street 

When officers entered the 
building, the suspect was hiding 
and later police found a weapon 
which was later traced to a out- 
state homicide.. Officers took the 
subject into custody. No one was

injured. 

Inkster Police Chief Terry Col¬ 
well commended the officers in¬ 
volved in the investigation and 
subsequent arrest 

Mitchell was taken into custody 
by Inkster police in a house on 
Moore Court in the Demby Public 
Housing area. He did not resist 
according to police. 

The two men are accused of 
pulling off a daring, early morning 
robbery at the Auto Zone, an auto 
parts store, at 35353 Van Born 
Road. The two gunmen managed 
to escape with approximately 
$ 10 , 000 . 

A massive manhunt followed in 
the wake of the robbery. The 
Michigan Community Newspapers 
unwittingly played a key role in 
identifying one of the subjects. 

Donnell Mitchell, an outstand¬ 
ing basketball player, was fea¬ 


tured as a member of a local 
church team that had recently 
won a tournament in Saginaw. 
The feature, with photo, appeared 
in the sports section of the local 
newspapers. MCN reporters coop¬ 
erated with the FBI and the other 
police agencies. 

“That photo gave us a very 
good description of who we were 
looking for,” said a law enforce¬ 
ment officer who asked not to be 
identified. 

The FBI said it was involved in 
the investigation because the 
Brinks armored car travels across 
st^te boundaries and is involved 
in inter-state commerce. 

Police said that they have not 
recovered the $10,000 reported 
stolen in the heist 


Two found dead 
in Walnut home 

Police call it a murder-suicide 


Last week, Romulus police 
were called to a home in the 38000 
block of Walnut, after receiving a 
call from a woman who reported 
that she went to check on her 
mother-in-law and found her and 
a male companion dead in the liv¬ 
ing room of the home. 

The 61-year old woman was 
found on the couch with a bullet 
in her head and a gun in her 
hand. The 42-year old male was 
found in a recliner in the living 
room. Police reports did not indi¬ 
cate where the male companion 
was shot 

Police found a handwritten 
note, allegedly written by the 
woman. The contents of that letter 
are unknown as of this wilting. 

According to the daughter-in- 
law, the couple had been living to¬ 
gether for nearly 13 years and 
were not experiencing any prob¬ 
lems in their relationship.

The 61 -year old woman was 
found on the couch with a 
bullet in her head and a gun 
in her hand.

While police were securing the 
crime scene, the deceased wom¬ 
an’s son, who works at Metro, 
came in the house and verified 
his wife’s statement that his moth¬ 
er and her companion had not 
had any relationship problems. 

Both bodies were transferred 
to the Wayne County Medical Ex¬ 
aminer’s Office. Police expect to 
have the results of the autopsy 
and toxicology reports within 
three weeks.

Motel owners protest city’s new inspection fees 

They say new series of fees will drive them out of business 


A handful of Inkster motel own¬ 
ers and operators, joined by Tbny 
Love, the Executive Director of 
Inkster Housing, Wednesday night 
protested to mayor and city council 
new inspection fee on rental apart¬ 
ment units. 

The group ui^ged the local law¬ 
makers to rescind the ordinance 
because, the new fees, plus the old 
ones the city already chaiges, will 
drive them out of business. 

A recently-enacted ordinance 
imposes a second layer of fees up¬ 
on an already exorbitant fee struc¬ 
ture, the motel owners told Mayor 
Hilliard Hampton, Jr and five 
members of city council. 

Councilwoman Naomi James 
and councilman Marcus Hendricks 
didn’t attend the council’s study 
sessioa 

The new fee structure calls for 
motel owners to pay additional in¬ 
spection fees of $150 per building, 
plus $20 for the first room, then an 


additional $50 for every other room 
in the complex. 

“I have 16 units which means I 
have to come up with approximate¬ 
ly $1,400 every other year for these 
inspections,” said Divyesh Patel, 
who has owned and operated the 
Evergreen Motel, on Michigan Av¬ 
enue, for the past 10 years. 

‘‘We already have inspections by 
code enforcement officers, the fire 
and the electrical departments, 
which are costly, add these addi¬ 
tional costs to what we have been 
paying annually, and they become 
exorbitant,” said Patel 

“What this city apparently wants 
to do is to run us out of business. 

“And the city would lose if they 
do that because we do pay a lot of 
taxes,” Patel said. 

Mayor Hampton informed the 
motel owners that the city had held 
public hearings on what was then 
the proposed ordinance, and “it 
was unfortunate you didn’t attend 


the meetings and give us your in¬ 
put at that time.” 

The mayor also pointed out the 
council enacted the ordinance be¬ 
cause its goal was to stop people 
from operating flop houses. 

“Our goal was not to hurt our lo¬ 
cal businesses but to clean up the 
image of our city,” the mayor 
added. 

Love told mayor and council if 
the ordinance is implemented pub¬ 
lic housing would have to “come 
up with $20,000 for Lemoyne Gar¬ 
dens alone” and the executive di¬ 
rector estimated that to cover the 
costs for Demby, Thompson Tbwers 
and Parkway, “we would need 
more than $100,000 that housing 
doesn’t have in its budget” 

“We just don’t have that kind of 
money,” said Love. 

Love also reminded the law¬ 
makers that HUD conducts annual 
inspections. 

“This (new fees) would drain us 


financially and we view it as an ad¬ 
ditional burden placed upon pub¬ 
lic housing. We are presently 
spending millions of dollars to im¬ 
prove the city,” Love said. 

Councilman Ernest Hendricks 
asked the executive director 
whether the Department of Hous¬ 
ing of Urban Development would 
not provide the funding to cover 
the costs for the inspections. 

In response, Love said that 
HUD provides funding “but there 
are no reserves. These new fees 
will have a tremendous financial 
impact on us.” 

The executive director also said 
that HUD has changed its funding 
policies, that in the past monies 
would be made available per hous¬ 
ing unit, the revised policy stipu¬ 
lates that funding is to be allocated 
on the basis of occupancy. 

“Because we don’t have full oc¬ 
cupancy, we are not getting full 
subsidies,” said Love. 


The mayor requested that Love 
compile a report on what the new 
rates would cost and do to public 
housing’s budget 

“As I have just now requested 


from the motel owners, would you, 
too, give us something in writing so 
council can review it” the mayor 
said.

Convocted child abuser sentenced 

Hayes receives 5 to 15 years 


A 29-year-old Wayne man, who 
beat his stepchild into a coma ear¬ 
lier this year, was sentenced last 
week to 5 to 15 years behind bars 
by a Wayne County Circuit Court 
judge. 

Jason Haynes was convicted of 
child abuse, first degree. 

The jury heard testimony that 
the defendant beat the victim be¬ 


cause she apparently didn’t want 
to tie her shoes, “and he was going 
to teach her a lesson” 

The child’s mother was not at 
home during the vicious beating. 

The 5-year-old girl remains in 
the University of Michigan Hospi¬ 
tal in Ann Arbor where she has re¬ 
portedly come out of the coma and 
is slowly recovering from head in¬ 


juries. 

‘The child will need extensive 
therapy in the months to come, but 
we believe that she will make it,” 
according to a police official. 
“However, she still has a long way 
to go.” 

The incident occurred at the 
Greyberry Apartments, on Hannan 
Road, north of Michigan Avenue. 


Haynes appeared before Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Maggie Drake on 
Sepl 13 for sentencing. 

The convicted child-beater said 
little when the judge announced 
her decision to incarcerate him for 
up to 15 years. 

None of the victim’s family 
members would comment on the 
judge’s decision after the triaL 


Law enforcement gets $38,254 grant 


Wayne Police Chief Mike 
Sumeracki said on Tuesday that 
the department will use the latest 
round of Bureau of Justice grants 
for a unique Crime Mapping Pro¬ 
gram. 

The local police department 
was awarded $38,254. The city 
must come up with $4,250 in 
matching funds. 


Sumeracki informed mayor 
and council that the grant money 
is earmarked for a Crime Map¬ 
ping Program which will assist in 
9-1-1 wireless compliance. 

Part of the funds also will be 
utilized for police surveillance 
equipment a moving firearms tar¬ 
get system, and a thermal printer, 
according to the police chief. 


“Before money can be drawn,” 
Sumeracki told council, ‘two con¬ 
ditions must be met” 

The conditions include the con- 
vening of a Citizens’ Advisory 
Board to review the use of the 
funds, and also a public hearing 
must be held to receive citizens’ 
input regarding the proposed use 
of the grant 


Sumeracki said that the Advi¬ 
sory Board is scheduled to meet 
on Sept. 26 at the Wayne Police 
Department 

Mayor and council approved a 
public hearing to be held on Oct 2 
before the regularly-scheduled 
meeting of council to consider the 
recommendations of the Advisory 
Board. 


Board certifies primary election results 


In an election that produced a 
couple of surprises, the Board of 
Canvassers met on Thursday to 
certify the election results of the 
Wayne primary election. 

The election was held on 
Tues., Sept 11. 

The top six candidates who re¬ 
ceived the most votes will ad¬ 
vance to the general election 
which will be conducted on Nov. 
6. Voters will elect three council 


members and also, for the first 
time in the history of the city, will 
directly elect their mayor 

In the past, the mayor was 
elected by a vote of council. 

On Sept. 12, the Board certi¬ 
fied the Tuesday, Sept 11 prima¬ 
ry with the following results: 
Donna M. McEachern (890), 
Thomas H. Kelly (797), Pam Do- 
browolski (733). Donald L. Hart¬ 
ford (631), Kenneth A. Warfield 


(542), Albert M. Damitio (505), 
Shirley A. Powser (196), Roger D. 
Koromos (189) and Mark T. Diehl 
(160). 

McEachern, Kelly, Dobrowski, 
Hartford, Warfield, and Damitio 
will advance to the general elec¬ 
tion. 

Although there appeared to be 
a lot of interest displayed during 
the campaign, about 14 percent of 
the registered voters (12,000) ac¬ 


tually took time to vote. Some at¬ 
tributed the low turnout to the 
terrorists’ attack on the World 
Trade Center, which also oc¬ 
curred on Sept 11. 

There are two candidates who 
are seeking to become the first 
mayor directly elected by the 
people: Robert J. Dickerson, who 
is completing his first term as 
mayor, and Councilman A1 
Haidous.

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Tragedy brings people 
and nation together 

Prayers sought for Canton missing person 


One positive result of last Tuesday’s strategy is 
that the people of this very diverse nation have 
come together in a wave of patriotism not seen in 
America since the bombing of Pearl Harbor. And 
many of those people are offering whatever they 
can as a show of support for the families of the vic¬ 
tims in the World Trade Center, Pentagon and air¬ 
plane hijacking tragedies. 

One example locally is John Bota. Bota owns 
JB’s Place and after watching the horrific footage 
on television day after day he decided he would 
use his place of business to raise money for the 
Red Cross. 

Last weekend, with the help of employees, 
friends and several students from Belleville High 
School, JB’s Place raised over $1,000 for the Red 
Cross and collected literally tons of food and sup¬ 
plies that were immediately shipped to New York 
City. 

Simultaneously this newspaper contacted sever¬ 
al businesses to raise money for the Red Cross and 
promote patriotism by producing a flag that read¬ 
ers could display in their windows or on their 
doors. 

The result can be found in our B section this 
week. Nearly 40 businesses contributed money for 
the promotion. All of the proceeds, thousands of 
dollars, will go directly to the Red Cross. MCN em¬ 
ployees said this was by far the easiest promotion 
they have ever sold — our hometown businesses 
once again came to the aid of those in need. 

One family that could use a prayer at this point 
is the family of Merideth Whalen. Whalen, a 1996 
graduate of Plymouth Salem High School, is 
amonth the Alger Management employees missing 
in the World Trade Center rubble. 

Whalen, 23, daughter of Henry Whalen, a 
trustee on the Canton Township Board for many 
years, is a brilliant student. She graduated from 
Salem with honors and then went on to the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan, where she also received “honors.” 

I am told she could have gone to any school and 


had her pick 
of most any 
job — she is 
that smart. 

She chose the 
glamour of 
New York, 
and the 93rd 
floor of the 
World Trade Center. Let’s all pray that Whalen is 
still alive and will be pulled from the rubble in the 
next couple of days. 

While many of us were mourning or conceiving 
ways to raise money for the tragedy, actress Jas¬ 
mine Bleeth was cruising our local highways at a 
high rate of speed, eventually crashing her rented 
car. 

Bleeth, caught in Romulus when all airplanes 
were grounded, spent a night in the Romulus jail. 
Found in her rental car were syringes and cocaine. 

The star of “Baywatch” could have killed others 
with her erratic driver. As if we haven’t suffered 
enough, now Americans must watch out for 
spoiled, pampered movie stars that apparently 
would rather “shoot up” than help with the tragedy. 

I’m sure Bleeth is no stranger to New York City. 
Neither am I. I used to visit and do business in 
Manhattan several times a year. The World Trade 
Center loomed high over us all, like a protective 
mother, as we went about our daily business. 

I can’t imagine being without the twin towers. I 
know some have mentioned a memorial park in its 
place, but if it were my decision, I would rebuild 
those towers making them bigger and gaudier than 
ever. 

We cannot allow Osama bin Laden, Saddam 
Hussein or any other enemy think they have 
bested us by destroying one of the nation’s most 
famous landmarks. America is the land of oppor¬ 
tunity and ingenuity. We can rebuild the Trade 
Center and show the world that America is 
mightier than ever.

War may worsen local economy 


The first casualty of the War 
Against Terrorism may be the lo¬ 
cal economy. Already weak be¬ 
cause of the downturn — some 
would say recession — the good 
times are temporarily gone for au¬ 
to and construction workers. 

New homes sales have been 
down all year, even in Canton. Re¬ 
al estate prices have dropped. Eall 
clothes have been on sale since 
August Computer prices are at an 
all-time low and still falling. The 
dollar has been falling on curren¬ 
cy markets. 

On Monday morning, as I write, 
stock prices tanked, as they did 
when the market opened after 
Pearl Harbor (Of course, the Pearl 
Harbor market rebounded a week 
later, as I hope this one will. It 
should as the Federal Reserve 
and Wall Street’s powerful invest¬ 
ment banks pour billions of dol¬ 
lars to prop it up.) 

On the evening of Sept 11, gas 
lines returned as many area sta¬ 
tion owners jacked up prices until 
Attorney General Jennifer 
Granholm put a stop to the price 
gouging. 

While citizens and network TV 
commentators have rallied 
around the president’s declara¬ 
tion of war against worldwide ter¬ 
rorism in retribution for last 
week’s mass murder of5,000 inno¬ 
cent people, I believe that the re¬ 
action was what the terrorists 
hoped for. 

In my view, the terrorists are 
fighting a psychological and reli¬ 
gious war, not a military one, with 
the goal cf getting America out pf 
several Muslim countries, espe¬ 
cially the oil-producing ones. 

The way to force the issue was 
to commit a massacre so barbaric 
that America would have to take 
strong steps to defend itself 
against more terrorist acts. Conse¬ 
quently, America is taking the 
many necessary steps: increasing 
security at home and, with the 
help of allies, waging unlimited 



war abroad. 

Though the US has no other 
choice but to defend itself, the un¬ 
limited war abroad plays into the 
hands of the extremist Muslim ter¬ 
rorists by forcing the government 
of oil-producing countries to take 
sides in the war 

The problem comes in oil-pro¬ 
ducing countries, such as Saudi 
Arabia, where there is a split be¬ 
tween the governments' desire to 
engage in peaceful trade with the 
US, and the country’s Muslim pop¬ 
ulations, which tend to support 
Osama bin Laden’s crusade, aided 
and abetted by many countries, to 
expel American troops and West¬ 
ern influence from the Middle 
East 

Given the reaction of the Amer¬ 
ican government and people, it’s 
possible that bin Laden and his 
followers have met their match. 

But it’s also possible that cap¬ 
ture of the terrorist leadership 
and suspected abetters, such as 
Saddam Hussein, will only create 
thousands of new suicide terror¬ 
ists to toppled Middle East gov¬ 
ernments friendly to America. 

It’s that prospect that has rat¬ 
tled the stock markets. Unlike the 
network anchormen and com¬ 
mentators who seem to only be re¬ 
porting patriotic news (called 
propaganda when Chinese televi¬ 
sion does it), investors know an 
economic war when they see it 

While George Bush declared 
war last week, many extremist 
Muslims have been at war for over 
a decade. Though most of the ter¬ 
rorism has been directed at Israel, 
our ally, a few of our planes have 
been shot down, US Marines have 


been killed in Lebanon and Saudi 
Arabia, and the World Trade Cen¬ 
ter has been bombed. Measured 
American reprisals have been as 
ineffective as massive Israeli 
ones. The only long-term result 
Has been to greatly increase the 
ranks of terrorists willing to die 
for Allah and to give the terrorists 
time to plan and infiltrate our 
porous borders. 

Thanks to our lax immigration 
polices, created in part by former 
Michigan senator Spencer Abra¬ 
ham, many believe that the coun¬ 
try harboring the most Muslim ter¬ 
rorists is the United States. (Immi¬ 
gration restrictions and noninter¬ 
ventionist foreign policies had 
gone a long way to prevent small¬ 
er terrorist bombings in the 1920s 
and 1950s, but Mr. Abraham and 
the cheap labor crew in power 
were more interested in cam¬ 
paign contributions than the les¬ 
sons of history.) 

This creates a large contradic¬ 
tory problem: how to secure our 
country from the terrorists yet 
maintain civil rights, including 
civil rights for the many pro- 
American Arabs and Muslim in 
our country. (As everybody knows, 
more Arabs live in Southeastern 
Michigan than anywhere else out¬ 
side the Middle East) The vast 
majority of Arab Americans are 
patriotic. As for the terrorists hid¬ 
ing among them, they’re already 
here. 

Billion-dollar spying and an¬ 
titerrorist budgets were not 
enough to prevent the World 
Trade Center and Pentagon mas¬ 
sacres. One only wonders what 
can be done to prevent the next 
one? 

Options are not clear. 

Certainly we should hunt down 
and do our best to destroy the per¬ 
petrators of the World Trade Cen¬ 
ter massacre. And we should 
strive to cut America’s depend¬ 
ence on foreign energy. 

But what then? 


Judy McKinney was right in 
that the recall was an accomplish¬ 
ment of an entire group; some con¬ 
tributing excessive amounts of 
time and effort, some regularly 
walking and gathering signatures, 
some only able to help on occasion 
around other obligations, and 
some who’s “only” contribution 
was to sign their name on a peti¬ 
tion or vote.

At the same time, they were 
purposely and mercilessly 
crashed into the sides of the great 
towers, loaded with yet thou¬ 
sands more innocent victims.

“We observed the tragedy, as 
did most of the nation, by remem¬ 
bering those who died in New 
York and Washington,” said 
Wayne coach Floyd Carter. “Play¬ 
ers and coaches met at midfield, 
and the captains of both teams lit 
a huge memorial candle in re¬ 
membrance of those who lost 
their lives” 

Carter stressed that the chal¬ 
lenge continues for the living, to 
be prepared and ready to defend 
the nation and our liberties 
against those who would attempt 
to take them away. 

Wayne was ready for the chal¬ 
lenge that a highly-respected 
Woodhaven ball club had to offer 

With running back Darian 
Mitchell back in the lineup, 
Wayne turned back Woodhaven, 
30-14, for its third win in four 
starts. 

Mitchell scored two touch¬ 
downs, rushed for 187 yards on 14 
attempts. 

“I felt that our entire team 
played an outstanding game 
against an excellent Woodhaven 
team,” said Carter.”We jumped 
out in front early and managed to 
stay there the whole game.”
